Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Amendment, filed 9/9/03, with respect to claims 1 , 
and 5-15 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 1 
and 5-15 have been withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1 and 5-15are allowed over the prior art of record. Claims 1 and 5-15 are 
renumbered as 1-12 respectively. 

3. The prior of record does not teach "wherein said effects module is detachable by 
a user from said compact printer and said digital camera such that said effects module 
may be detached from and operated independently of said compact printer and said 
digital camera or may be connected to and operated in conjunction with one or both 
said compact printer or said digital camera".
